The  year  19A-9  saw  an  all  tine  high  in  traffic  volume  here  in 
Montana  and  it  brought  vrlth   it  the  same  story  of  death  and  destruction  that 
has  becoue  so  familiar  to  those  who  deal  vdth  traffic.  4,769  reported  acci- 
dents involving  7,36?  drivers,  162  dead,  2,091  injured  and  $  1,308,062.50  in 
estimated  damage  in  property. 

The  picture  is  not  good,  yet  there  is  some  satisfaction  in  the  fact 
that  it  was  not  worse.  In  many  respects  it  was  better  than  in  past  years,  two 
less  fatalities,  despite  an  increase  in  traffic. 

This  to  me  is  conclusive  tliat  something  can  be  done  about  the  annual 
slaughter  on  our  highways.  Diligent  and  intelligent  enforcement  with  a  well 
rounded  public  infoniiation  and  education  program  along  with  proper  engineering 
will  not  eliminate  accidents  but  will  materially  reduce  them. 

At  the  present  time  we  can  not  sit  back  and  rest  on  our  laurels.  It 
is  an  indication  we  are  on  the  right  track;  that  by  harder  work  we  can  make 

greater  gains. 

There  is  no  higher  endeavor  than  saving  human  lives  and  sparing  human 
misery  -  so,  as  a  request  to  you  men  of  the  Montaiia  Highway  Patrol,  let  me  urge 
you  to  put  forth  this  extra  effort  to  do  your  part  in  saving  every  human  life 
possible.
